Senate Kills 
Pay Raise 
ForMilitary

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—(/) 
A $25-a-month pay boost for sol- 
diers and sailors was turned down 
by the senate today in passing leg- 
islation designed to enco! cage vol- 
unteering for the Army and Navy.

proposed the pay-raise, but was 


beaten, 64 to 13. He argued pay

Revives 
Idle Pay 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.— 
(UP)—President Truman tonight 
summoned Democratic members 
of the House Ways and Means 
Committee to a morning White 
House conference, presumably in 
an attempt to revive the adminis- 
tration’s unemployment compen- 
sation bill. 

Only a few hours after he had 
told his news conference that the 
house would hear from him later 
on the matter of ditching jobless 


pay, Mr. Truman asked Commit- 
tee Chairman Robert L. Doughton, 
Democrat, North Carolina, to con- 
fer with him at 10 a. m. From 
other sources it was learned that 
other majority party members had 
been invited, too. 

Four of them—Reps. Wilbur D. 
Mills, Arkansas; Milton H. West, 
Texas; Noble J. Gregory, Ken- 
tucky, and A. Sidney Camp, Geor- 
gia—were named as having sided 
with the 10 Republican members 
Tuesday in voting to “postpone 
indefinitely” further consideration 
of the measure. 

STRIKE WAVE BLAMED 

The current strike wave was re 
ported to have been the deciding 
factor. As approved by the senate, 
and shelved by the house commit- 
tee, the measure would empower 
the government to extend present 
state unemployment benefits at 
the prevailing rates for a full 26 
weeks, 

The action was the first major 
defeat handed Mr. Truman on his 
2l-point blueprint for reconver- 
sion. And he gave strong indica- 
tion that he did not intend to let 
the issue die. 

To reporters he voiced disap- 
pointment. Then he questioned 
whether the shelving had killed 
the legislation. He said he did not 
know that the committee had 
killed the bill; that he was sorry 
if this were the case. 

14 TO 10 VOTE 

A reporter told the President 
the strike situation had been a 
factor in the committee’s 14-to-10 
vote, and what did the President 
think about that? 

The secretary of labor is work- 
ing on that situation, Mr. Truman 
Said, expressing confidence that 
he would bring the difficulties to 
a successful conclusion. 

The President’s remarks prompt- 
ed speculation that he will send 
another message to congress re 
garding jobless pay.

Under the new setup a cabby 
would need only to call the dis- 
patcher’s office after dropping a 
“fare,” tell him of his position and 
receive instructions to proceed to 
another post where another fare 
would be waiting. “It would turn 
our 200-cab fleet into the equiva- 
lent of more than 400 cabs,” the 
cab official explained. 

Through a “fluke” survey by the 
ODT, the Atlanta cab service was 
limited to only 80 cabs during the 
war. In August alone these 80 
cabs, running .three shifts daily, 
carried an average of three pas- 
sengers on 132,033 trips, traveling 
approximately 525,000 miles. 

Hendley gave these figures to 
demonstrate the utterly depleted 
condition of the cab situation here. 
The cab company was “caught” at 
the outbreak with only a limited 
number of cabs and was unable 
to replace any stock for the du- 
ration.

Brown Favors 
Voting Machines 
For Fulton 


The first step towards the pro- 
curement of voting machines for 
use in city and county elections 
was taken yesterday when the/{ 
Fulton county. commission § uani- 
mously adopted a resolution to 
work out a plan with Atlanta of- 
ficials, and city and county elec- 
tion committees to secure the ma- 
chines. 

The resolution, presented by 
Chairman Charlie Brown, asked 
the commission to meet with May- 
or Hartsfield, a committee from 
city council, and committees from 
the Fulton county executive com- 
mittee and the city of Atlanta 
Democratic committee to discuss 
the proposal. 

Voting machines are considered 
“fool proof” in elections by some 
of the public officials, and their 
purchase or rental by Fulton coun- 
ty and Atlanta has been proposed 
by several civic organizations. 

Chairman Brown also asked the 
board .to support the city of At- 
lanta’s stand that the municipal 
airport be improved. 

A meeting to discuss proposed 
regulations and a license fee of 
$100 per cab for taxi companies 
operating in the county area was 
set for the next monthly meeting 
of the public works committee. 
Ed E. Aiken, director of the li- 
cense and regulation department, 
and the county legal department, 
have tentatively set the fee and 
regulations for the taxi com- 
panies.

-Trattic Deaths Continue To Mount 


Despite the fact it was two weeks ago 
today that the police department’s traffic 
bureau petitioned council for additional 
motorcycle officers to cope with accident 
problems multiplied by the freeing of gas- 
oline from rationing, no action has been 


taken. 


Meanwhile, Atlanta’s muddled traffic 
situation has become increasingly worse. 


Violations of traffic ordinances are on 
the increase. More and more accidents are 
being reported. Traffic jams are becom- 
ing worse and worse at peak hours. 


Plainly the present number of traffic 
policemen is inadequate to cope with the 
worsening situation. An immediate re- 
_turn to at least prewar strength is indi- 
cated if we are to counter the rising num- 


As Was To Be Expected 


Returns from the first local elections 
held in France since 1937 show, not sur- 
prisingly, a strong swing to the left. So- 
cialists enjoyed the largest gain in seats in 
departmental councils while Communists 
were second in gains.

Clean Up or Close Up Recommended 


City council’s health and sanitation 
committee has approved adoption of a reg- 
ulatory program aimed at impraving con- 
ditions in local eating places. 


It will recommend passage of a mu- 
nicipal ordinance providing for inspection 
and grading of restaurants at next Mon- 
day’s meeting of council. 3 


The ordinance, long advocated by The 
Constitution and numerous leading civic 
groups, will be modeled along the lines of 
the United States Public Health Service 
code. All establishments handling food 
will be inspected at periodic intervals and 
given a grade—A, B or C—which must be 
prominently displayed. 


It will be remembered that such a sys- 
tem was proposed in council a few years 
ago and rejected, largely, according to 
proponents, because df the political influ- 
ence wielded by low-class operators who 


well knew their joints would never meet 
any reasonable sanitary requirements. 


For this reason, thoughtful Atlantans 
will watch deliberations oh the revived 
issue with more than casual interest. Argu- 
ments against adoption which were feasi- 
ble during the war are no longer perti- 
nent. The system is working wonders in 
other cities. And, while administration 
of a really effective sanitation program 
will admittedly cost a little more, even 
the most penurious must admit that gam- 
bling with the public health is the most 
shortsighted kind of false economy. 


The question, in short, seems to evolve 
into an issue between the public interest 
on the one hand and the power of those 
who would have to clean up or close up 
on the other. 


For our part, we hope and trust that 
council will see fit to pass the proposed 
ordinance unanimously.

Elliott's Story 
Is an Old, Old One 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Elliott Roosevelt’s 
. debt is now public in all details. About all it 
: | shows is that he was a spendthrift with big 
ideas and a financial shoe string on which to go. 
_ His father was involved only to the extent that he knew about 
it and thought the radio chain idea to be a good one. The fact 
is that today the chain, after having gone through the wringer of 
bankruptcy and reorganization, is making a profit and the stock is 
really worth about $20 per share. 

The story of it makes reading which would fit right into a novel. 

From the evidence presented before the house committee, it 
appears that Elliott was traveling with some fast oil company and 
got big, expansive ideas. 

The radio chain was organized and he, as the organizer, con- 
tracted to take 250 shares. He paid for 50. 

By the time the company began to press him to pay for the 
rest, he was in deep trouble. His ranch was mortgaged for as 
much as it would bring. There was a chattel mortgage on the herd 
of cattle on the ranch. He owed about $50,000 and was not able 
to raise any more. 


To top off this load of worry, he was having 
Home Trouble wife trouble and a divorce was developing. 
He couldn’t have been happy. 

About this time his mother’s brother in New York got to talking 
with Carouthers Ewing, a Memphis, Tenn., lawyer who went to 
New York and achieved great success. He arranged for Elliott to 
see the Hartford brothers. 

George Hartford, the evidence shows, would have none of it. 
But John Hartford was interested. The idea seemed to have real 
possibilities, as indeed it did. 

“Son,” he said, “does your father know about this venture?” 


Elliott telephoned his father and his father, talking from Warm 
Springs, said he knew of the venture and was glad Hartford would 
lend his son the money, but he wanted it understood it was a 
business loan and that Elliott stood on his own. 

The loan was to be paid back in $50,000 payments. John Hart- 
ford, the evidence shows, was interested in the company’s venture 
and wrote letters about it and received financial statements. 


When the first payment came due he pressed for its payment 
and Elliott couldn’t deliver. He got an extension. Misery dogged 
Elliott. When the war came along his life insurance company can- 
celled his insurance, which was in good standing, because of the 
risk Elliott took as reconnaissance man in the Army Air Corps. 

His wife sued him for divorce and spoke rather harshly of him, 
saying she wanted nothing for herself but all she could get for the 
children. 


The radio stock and the ranch were putin 
Dangerous Duty trust. At the time both looked .worthless. 
Elliott wrote home saying he had an excellent chance to get killed 
and that he would appreciate his father trying to get his tangled 
affairs in some sort of order. 

A father remains a father even if he is president. So, Mr. 
Roosevelt called in Jesse Jones, the evidence showed, and told him 
to try and do something about it. 

Jesse Jones, being a practical person, looked in it and, the 
evidence shows, wrote John Hartford. They had a meeting and the 
record shows Jesse Jones told the truth, saying, “Elliott’s debts 
aren’t worth a clay pigeon.” 

They arranged for a token payment just to end the thing. The 
note was torn in two, Hartford keeping one piece and sending one 
along with the stock to the bank holding the trust for the children. 
The record further shows that John Hartford said, “Ewing got me 
into this thing.” 

It was a clear case of a bad debt and clearly eligible for tax 
deductions, but even this relief was denied Hartford. The settle- 
ment was made in the year of the Rum! plan, when 75 per cent 
of the payments were “forgiven,” and all Hartford could deduct 
was an approximate $37,000. 

There is a final ironic chapter. The ranch was sold a few weeks 
ago and brought a little more than $40,000 over the mortgage, once 
thought to be as much as the ranch was worth. The radio stock 
pays a profit. 

But Elliott, long out of the picture, gets none of it. His chil- 
dren do. 

It is a story of a very young man, with obviously little busi- 
ness sense, who got to traveling with a fast-money crowd and thought 
he was a financial wizard. 

But nowhere in it is there any reflection on the President, his 
father, or on Jesse Jones. He and Hartford both got wounded in 
their pocketbooks, but not in a serious manner as far as they are 


concerned.

The news editor, in his daily stint of selecting 
the most interesting of the day’s stories for the 
biggest headlines, bases his decisions upon the 

amount of general interest in each story. Or, at least, tries to. What 
it frequently develops into is the amount of interest a given story 
arouses in him. Which, if he is representative, reasonably enough, 
of the average man, works out all right. 

I have often wondered what is, really, most interesting to the 
average newspaper reader. 

ee ~ easier to decide what is important, than what is interest- 
ing. Probably the most important story of decades is the story of 
the atomic bomb. Yet I doubt if as many people read that story, 
word for word, as read the story of that trial of an Army lieutenant, 
accused of killing his wife, at Columbia, S. C. 

The answer is, that the murder trial is interesting, more interest- 
ing to the average individual than is the atomic bomb. He—especi- 
ally she—can understand the background and the thrill of the mur- 
der trial. The atomic bomb is too awesome, too scientific, for many 
of us to really grasp, mentally. 


Real news value, of course, is based upon 
Real News Value its direct effect upon the individual. . 

F’rinstance: Mrs. Smith had been looking, for months, for an 
apartment in which she and her two small children could live. Mrs. 
Smith is an above-average woman insofar as knowledge of affairs 
goes. Hence she read the war news and the international compli- 
cations with high interest. Also political developments at Washing- 
ton and elsewhere. And so on. 

But the most interesting news event in many years, for Mrs. 
Smith, was the news that came, one morning, of an apartment just 
right for her needs—that she could rent. 

Of course, a big newspaper can’t make a news story of every 
Mrs. Smith who finds an apartment, a really good steak or a pair of 
nylons. But that personal. touch is what makes any editor grin with 
pleasure when he comes across, in the daily grist of news, a human, 
emotional story which contains interest for everybody, or ’most 
everybody. 

The stories that gasoline rationing was ended, that a new com- 
pany wants to employ 6,000 workers, that the supply of good quality 
meats is increasing, interested everybody. Because they didn’t re- 
quire any special knowledge or perception. Those stories dealt with 
matters directly affecting the lives of every family with a car, every 
family with a member seeking a good job, everybody who eats meat.

Many Shared 
Jap Code Secrets 


WASHINGTON.—In his recent article in Life 

magazine John Chamberlain, one of the editors, 

Te makes the charge that “Roosevelt, the chief exec- 

utive of the nation and commander in chief of its Army and Navy, 

knew in advance that the Japanese were going to attack us,” then 

goes on to say “there is even ground for suspicion that he elected 
to bring the crisis to a head when it came.” 

To what purpose? The writer does not make that clear, be- 
yond the veiled suggestion that the President was maneuvering to 
get us into war and was so anxious for the Japs to attack us that 
he was unwilling to do anything to stop it—not even to do any- 
thing to prevent the attack from being successful. 

Ilogical A thesis of that kind is so patently illogical, so ridicu- 
lous, that it is impossible to follow the mental proc- 
esses of a man who conceives such a notion. 

If the President was maneuvering to get us into war, would not 
we have been just as much at war if we had been all set for the 
Pear! Harbor attack and had blasted them out of the air and water 
just as we did later on at Midway when we knew they were coming 
and were prepared for them? 

Would it have mitigated the Japanese act of aggression any 
if we had sunk all their ships used in the Pearl Harbor attack 
instead of losing a large number of our own? 

Such is the childlike premise the Roosevelt haters use in trying 
to smear him with some major degree of blame for the Pearl 
Harbor disaster. 

We have broken the Japanese “ultra” code, as Mr. Chamber- 
lain points out, and we did know before Pearl Harbor that the 
Japs were preparing to break off relations with us. 

But, in relating these facts, the writer impugns his honesty by 
one very serious omission he makes in his article. He failed to 
mention that once Mr. Roosevelt was informed of Japan’s contem- 
plated action, he immediately dispatched an urgent message to 
Emperor Hirohito seeking to, avert a clash of arms. 

If the President had, as Mr. Chamberlain says, “elected to bring 
the crisis to a head when it came,” why would he have sought the 
personal intervention of the Japanese emperor in a move to pre- 
serve the peace? 

Another false premise in the Chamberlain article sticks out like 
a sore thumb. All of the intelligence reports relating to Japanese 
war plans before Pearl Harbor passed through the hands of a dozen 
or more high officials. They were the subject of numerous dis- 
cussions by the war council. 

This council was made up of the secretary of war, the secretary 
of navy, the secretary of state, together with the Army chief of 
staff and the chief of naval Operations. 

To say, therefore, that Mr. Roosevelt was fully forewarned of 
the Japanese plans of attack and did nothing about it is to im- 
pute a conspiracy to his war council. The writer would thus have 
us believe that Secretary of State Hull, Secretary of War 
Stimson, Secretary of the Navy Knox, Gen. Marshall and Adm. 
Stark, along with the President, knew what was going to happen 
and were content to let matters take their course without laying 
proper plans for defense. 

No more ridiculous hypothesis has ever been proposed. 


Truth The simple truth of the matter is well illustrated in 

the actions of Gen. Marshall on the morning of Pearl 
Harbor. A few hours before the fateful attack, last-minute intel- 
ligence came in to indicate that the Japs were on the move for 
some act of treachery. 

This information reached the chief of staff late. He had been 
out horseback riding on that December morning and could not be 
found. Realizing its importance, he put in an overseas telephone 
call to Gen. MacArthur at Manila, believing that the Philippines 
would be the first target of attack. To Gen. Short in Hawaii he 
merely sent a coded cable, not feeling that Pearl Harbor was in. 
any immediate danger. 

The cable to Short was delivered after the attack was under way. 

Can anyone believe that Gen. Marshall would deliberately seek 
to withhold vital information from one of his post commanders at 
a time of peril? Certainly not. 

Marshall made the same mistake that other members of the war 
council made. He simply did not foresee the likelihood of the 
Japs going the long distance to Hawaii for the first blow,

This was no contest 
between underpaid and down- 
trodden workers and a bunch of 
soulless corporations. The work- 
ers in the out-of-town factories 
were union men, too, many of 
them members of the same AFL 
electricians but in their home- 
town locals.

THE OUT-OF-TOWN manufac- 
turers sued in the federal court 
for an injunction back in 1935. 
John Kirkland Clark, a_ special 
master, held long hearings and de- 
cided in favor of the plaintiffs. 
The supreme court recently up- 
held him. However, the supreme 
court did not object to the boy- 
cott, as such. The court condemn- 
ed it only because Local 3 did not 
act by itself or in combination 
with other unions. 


That would have been legal un- 
der Roosevelt justice, regardless 
of the cost to the public in higher 
building prices, higher rents for 
new apartments and higher taxes 
to pay for public buildings con- 
taining such electrical equipment. 
Any mob of racketeers holding a 
charter from the AFL or the CIO 
may exclude from New York 
goods manufactured by the labor 
of war veterans living in, say, 
Ohio, because the supreme court 
has held that if unions act strictly 
in their own interest they may 
collect import taxes at state and 
municipal borders and even re- 
sort to downright highway rob- 
bery to collect the money.

THESE MANUFACTURERS 
couldn’t recognize Local 3 as the 
bargaining agent for their people 
because Local 3 had no jurisdic- 
tion in their towns.

Clark found, Local 3, in combina- 
tion with the local manufacturers 
and contractors, could charge the 
New York public whatever they 
liked. This is a fine example of 
the perfection of that “labor-man- 
agement” combination that you 
have been hearing so much about 
from the Roosevelt Fascists.on the 
union racket. Don’t think I am 
trying to make the local manufac- 
turers and contractors look vir- 
tuous, either. They got fat, too, 
keeping competition out and pass- 
ing on the cost to the public. 

Mr. Clark pointed out some- 
thing that has not occurred to 
many of us. He recalled that in 
the old articles of confederation 
the American colonies could im- 
pose import taxes against one an- 
other and that one of the great 
objectives of our constitution was 
to forbid such restraints on free 
commerce between the § states. 
That is still in our constitution 
but: the Roosevelt supreme court 
rejiggered the constitution by un- 
derhand processes so that, al- 
though the states can’t impose 
such restraints, unions can.

THE COMMITTEE, having 
shelved all unemployment com- 
pensation bills, voted to begin 
consideration of a tax reduction 
bill for which business and indus- 
try have set up such a demand, 
following a common schedule of 
priority in this committee. 


There is some relation between 
unemployment compensation and 
tax bills. President Truman 
urged increase of unemployment 
compensation for other than plain 
humanitarian reasons. He urged 
it also as a means of keeping up 
purchasing power. The prosper- 
ity of business and industry de- 
pends on purchasing power. Tax 
revenues depend on the prosper- 
ity of business and industry. Tax 
reduction is predicated on increas- 
ing revenues from prosperous 
business. This is the accepted 
cycle. 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee was not expected to 
go even as far as the senate in 
unemployment compensation.

CARING FOR CHILDREN: 


Mother's Gay Voice Aids 
Child Learning to Talk 


By LETTICE LEE STREETT 


To any adult the progress of a 
baby from helpless infancy to the 
active. independent and inquisi- 
tive year-old child is a fascinat- 
ing study. To the mother of the 
baby, it is a time of enchantment 
mixed with periods of fatigue, 
worry and some drudgery. Never- 


theless. such is her love and con- | 


suming interest that she views his 
steps from a cooing and at times, 
wailing baby-in-arms, whose re- 
sponses are automatic to an indi- 


vidual with selective reactions, to | 


the stage when he begins to show 
the development of individuality. 

In a few months these mechani- 
cal noises of first infancy become 
directed chatterings, noises which 


delight his ear as he talks gaily to Moy 
say, “My!

Next. and sometimes most unex- 
pectedly, he will burst forth tri- 
umphantly with an entire word 
which in his delight he proudly 
will repeat over and over. Ina 
short time he will be putting. two 
words together and finally he will 
aitempt to construct short sen- 
tences. 


| Baby, 14-16 Months.” 


The initial efforts he devotes to 
learning his language are influ-| 
enced beneficially and encouraged | 
if his mother talks to him in a) 
sensible, quiet and compan'>pable | 
way as she cares for him. It is, 
fascinating to ®ee how a little baby | 
will crow with joy in response to | 
his mother’s ~-v and cheerful tone | 
of voice. It is equally interesting | 
to observe how he will pucker up | 
his face preparatory to emitting | 
a rebellious roar if her tone is im- 
patient or ill-humored. | 

Remember, a baby learns by ear | 
from the sounds he hears about | 
him. How much better that he 
should be privileged to hear good 
English spoken distinctly and 
quietly instead of a constant rain 
of “baby talk.” However, there 
are times when it is apparently 
soothing and pleasant to a little 
_baby if his mother holds him in 
her arms and gently whispers to 
him, the while using soft baby 
talk sounds. 

Although the average youngster 
who has completed his first year 
makes a determined and often be- 
guiling attempt to repeat the word 
sounds that come to him exactly 
ashe hears them, his vocabulary | 
is limited to only about two or| 
three words. However, his inter- 
pretation is more complete and he 
is beginning to comprehend sim- 
ple requests such as “wave bye- 
bye” or “drink your milk.” 

This is, of course, no set rule for | 
the start of real talking but gen- 
erally after the completion of the 
second year there starts a stream 
of words that seem endless. Dur- 
ing this time most children are go- 
ing through a period of negativism 
when they object to many things 
about them, but this does not stop 
the chatter. Observe them to- 
gether at those rare moments when 
children of this age play together 
—very serious, much conversation. 
What in the world are they talk- 
ing about? 

So the. two-year-old collects | 
words very quickly and he amasses | 
an amazingly large vocabulary. 
The number of words a child this

age uses is determined by his men- 
tality, by his degree of initiative- 
ness, by his environment and his 
personality. Some babies are more 
observing little copycats than oth- 
ers, so it is never sensible to com- 
pare one toddler’s ability to talk 
with another’s. 

About the only way that a 
mother can encourage her child is 


to talk to him, speaking distinctly, 
_remembering that since her child’s 
knowledge of English will be but 


a diminutive record of her own 
ability, she should watch her own 
speech and work on its improve- 
ment.

(When a child says he doesn’t 
like a given course at school, it 
usually means one of two things. 
Either he and the teacher don’t 
get along personally, or his 
grades are low im the hated sub- 
ject. There is no initial like or 
dislike of Latin or geometry, 
music or science. But the child 
soon transfers his feelings about 
the teacher to the course which 
she teaches. Don’t let a child go 
another 24 hours with dislike for 
a school subject without straight- 
ening out the teacher-pupil con- 
flict or else giving him some 
jolly home coaching. Make a 
game of the latter, and avoid 
the tenseness too cammon in 
home tutoring.) 


CASE V-165: Sarah Lou, aged 
12, has just entered junior high 
school. 


“She used to like school very 
much,” her mother confided to 
me. 


“But this year she says she 
hates it. Her courses aren’t inter- 
esting, and she wants to quit 
school. 


“Why should the school subjects 
suddenly become objectionable to 
her? Surely there isn’t a great 
contrast between 6th grades and 
7th grade courses.” 

DIAGNOSIS 

School subjects are not pleasant 
or unpleasant in their own right. 
They are simply neutral when 
children first contact them. 


; But the teachers make them en- 
ticing or dull and _ boresome. 
Whenever you head a child say he 
doesn’t like a given school subject, 
it usually means he is either very 
poor therein or else he doesn’t 
like his teacher. 

Latin and geometry, algebra and 
science can all be made fascinat- 
ing subjects, if the teachers are 
attractive and enthusiastic sales- 
men for those courses. 

Children project their dislike 
for a teacher upon the course 
which she teaches. In fact, young 
children may go further and dis- 
like. the entire idea of education, 
if they don’t get along well with 
their first teacher. 


KINDERGARTEN CRITICAL 

The first year in school is the 
most critical, for then a child may 
formulate his lifelong attitude to- 
ward education. Either he will 
like knowledge. and develop a 
permanent yearning for new ideas, 
or he will start -the distaste for 
education which makes him play 
hookey and later quit school to get 
a job as a messenger boy. 

Our best teachers, therefore, 
should be found in their first few 
grades of grammar school, for 
they may condition their pupils’ 
throughout life to a fondness for 
culture or a dislike therefore. 

When a child says he hates a 
given subject in school, quickly 
find out if he also dislikes the 
teacher of that course. 
you can be sure that his grades 
are low and he is projecting his 
dislikes of being the dullard, upon 
the course to,which that emotion 
is attached, 

COACH YOUR CHILDREN 

If your child gets along well, 
don’t prime him for show-off pur- 
poses, or cause him to skip sev- 
eral grades. The social and ath- 
letic disadvantages of being 
thrown with classmates two or 
three years older than yourself 
are so great that they usually out- 
weigh the parental ego-inflation 
of having such bright or pre- 
cocious youngsters. 

But if your child is not up to 
the average of the class, or if he 
has not. been introduced to a new 
course in the proper way, by all 
means give him some home coach- 
ing. 

Do this in. an atmosphere of 
pleasure and mutual exploration 
of new horizons. Never inject 
threats and tenseness into the sit- 
uation. The child is already tense 
and fearful about the matter. 

Don’t feel incompetent to coach 
your child, either, for the text- 
book should enable both of you to 
absorb the correct information, 
even if you have never taken such 
a course yourself. 


MUTUAL EXPLORATION 

Besides, your child may react 
better if you too, are on the same 
footing with him. A few hours of 
such mutual exploration may give 
the youngster new perspective and 
an entirely different attitude to- 
ward the subject. 

A teacher with 30 pupils, can- 
not average more than two min- 
utes of individual attention to 
each one per hour. This means 
10 minutes per week or 40 minutes 
per month. You can _ therefore 
give your child more than a month 
of such private, tutelage in a sin- 
gle hour at home. Do it early in 
the course, moreover, if you wish 
maximum results.

Some men are wary of skinny 
girls. It’s a fact. For one thing, 
thin girls are often inclined to 
talk a man’s arm off. It’s just a 
nervous habit, but he can’t take it.

So that’s the first tip... talk 
less, particularly at meal time.

Too many of you start the day 
wrong by skipping’ breakfast. 
You don’t miss it, because for 
years you have dashed off with- 
out any. Try eating a good break- 
weeks. You'll

breakfast should include fruit 
juice, a small serving of cereal 
with milk and cream, and later 
an egg and a slice of toast. 

Avoid an excess of coffee. You 
don’t need stimulation.

These battle buddies, Lt. Harvey 
EF. Ferguson, of Chamblee, and his 
dog “Gunner,” stepped from the 
former luxury liner Europa on 
sept. 24, when the ship docked in 
New York. 
Ferguson wrote his mother from 
the port of embarkation that he 
hoped to bring his Springer span- 
iel to the States with him, if pos- 
sible. 
According to letters received by 
Mrs. Ferguson, and filled with 
for the pooch, 
“Gunner” is quite an accomplish- 
ed dog. A constant buddy of his 
master, he flew with him on mis- 
sions in Farnce, Belgium and Ger- 
many, rode with him on a motor 
bike, and learned to do many 
tricks, which included carrying 
his master’s gloves. 
Not waiting for our country to 
become involved in war, Fergu- 
son enlisted in the Canadian Air 
Force in October of 1941. He 
went overseas with the RAF, as 
pilot of B-17 planes. 
Upon transferring to the U. S. 
Air Forces, Ferguson was sent 
back to the States for additional 
training as a B-26 pilot, after 
which he was stationed in Eng- 
land. This is where he acquired 
“Gunner.” He later was attached 
to the Ninth AAF. 
With 35 combat missions as a 
member of the Ninth AAF to his 
credit, Ferguson wears the Air 
Medal and the Presidential Unit
